Parkersburg, W. Va., July 11—There 


is a persistent rumor afloat that the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company has 
acquired control of the 
Ohio River 


railroad running 
from 
Wheeling to 


Kenova along the Ohio river, a dis- 
tance of 223 miles, and 
with 
its 


branches 350 miles long. 


George A. Burt, vice president and 


general manager of that railroad, re- 
fuses to deny the report but it is 
known that for some time ther has 
been a demand for scattering stock, 
and nearly all the stock held here has 
been disposed of. The Ohio river rail- 
road is an important feeder for the 
Pennsylvania and has had traffic ar- 
rangements with it for some time. 


The suggestion made in the forego- 


ing communication is a good one, and 
as the writer says, it will surely meet 
with the approval of tlie ministers, 
undertakers, hackmen, gravediggers 
and others directly concerned.

The 
clergy of all classes and denomina- 
tions are a unit in opposing Sunday 
funerals, and now many of the leading 
cemeteries prohibit Sunday funerals 
except on absolutely necessary occa- 
sions. The burial of our dead should 
be attended by a simple and a digni- 
fied service, without ostentation. Pri- 
vacy at a Sunday funeral is well nigh 
impossible. 
Newark ministers and 


many other citizens have already done 
much to discourage Sunday burials, 
but the custom still prevails in this 
city to a great extent. It is one of the 
needed reforms however, that is com- 
ing gradually.

ALL RECORDS BROKEN IN THE WEST. 


Got So Torrid In Chicago That It 


Was Cooler to Shut the Doors Than 
to Admit tbe Southwest Sinioou. 
Kansas and Other \Vt-steru States 
Are JBeiug Baked to a Crisp. 
Chicago, July 11.—All previous rec- 


ords for heat in this city were broken 
by a temperature of 102 in the shade 
at the weather bureau Wednesday at 
3 p. m. The maimum heretofore was 
99.8, July 6, 1881. The heat was aug- 
mented by a wind, something like a 
Syrian simoon, which blew from the 
west and southwest and a hotter, 
more stifling air was never felt in thSs 
fftv 
Jt s^^ni^d *o 2(3d 20 d^gr00? to 


the heat. So hot did it became dur- 
ing the afternoon as the wind drove 
the hot air into windows and door- 
ways, that all through the business 
section of the citv tenants of offices 
slammed their windows down to keep 
out the air. 
At the theaters where 


matinees were in progress men were 
stationed at the front doors to keep 
\:hem closed as much as possible. 
If 


any comfort was to be found it was 
by shutting out the breeze. 


Down on the street level, in the 


shade, the mercury was but little 
above that in the auditorium tower, 
but in the sun and on the street cross- 
ings it was anywhere from 105 to 110. 
The c.ir was so dry, however, that its 
effects were not as disastrous as 
would have been the case had greater 
humidity prevailed. There were no 
deaths but there were 21 prostrations. 
The wind changed at night to the 
northwest, blowing off Lake Michi- 
gan, with the result that the mercury 
went down 20 degrees within an hour. 


St. Louis Sweltered. 


St. Louis, July 11.—A temperature 


of 103 in the shade wa sregistered at 
3 p. »m. at the weather bureau, which 
broke all records %vith one exception 
for the last 20 years. The exception 
was Aug. 12, 1881, when the tempera- 
ture rose to 106 in the shade. There 
was no loss of life. 


Highest in -Hawkeye State. 


Dubuque, la., July 11.—The fierce

The government thermometer regis- 
tered 103, the highest ever known in 
Iowa.

Omaha, July 11. — The mercury 


reached 102 at 3 p. m. With the ex- 
ception of the southern portions, the 
damage to corn so far has not been 
extensive. 


Iowa Sizzling.

was the hottest ever recorded by the 
weather-bureau station here. 105 de- 
grees, following 103 of the day before. 


Burke's Successor Chosen. 


Dallas, Tex., July 11. — Dudley G. 


Wooten of Dallas was nominated by 
the Democrats of the Sixth congres- 
sional district for the seat in congress 
made vacant by the death of Judge R. 
E. Burke. The convention was in ses- 
sion a week and the nomination was 
made on the 4,046th ballot. Mr. Woo- 
ten stumped the middle states for the 
Democratic ticket in 1892 and 1896. 
In his speech accepting the nomina- 
tion he said that he was not in sym- 
pathy with the movement to effect a 
so-called reorganization of the Demo- 
cratic party, but was squarely on the 
Chicago and Kansas City platforms. 


Cattle Stampeded. 


English, Ind., July 11.—A herd of 


more than 75 cattle being driven to 
Louisville by Frank MsKinley and 
Tolbert Dooley was frightened and 
stampeded by a passing train near 
Rieeville. The whole drove rushed 
over a cliff 60 feet high. The animals 
which were not killed outright by the 
fall had to be killed on account of 
broken limbs. When this was re- 
solved upon the unfortunate drivers 
sent word through the neighborhood 
to farmers and everybody to assist in 
the slaughter, and quarters of prime 
beef were carried in every direction.

ALTON WRECK HORROR GROWS 


Sixteen are Dead and the Injured Number Thirty—Some of the 


Victims Terribly Scalded-Train One of the Finest 


On the Line. 


Kansas Ctiy, July 11.—The full hor- 


ror of the train wreck on the Chicago 
and Alton road near Norton, Mo., 
when a westbound passenger train 
collided with a fast live stock train, 
both going at high speed, was not 
realized until a train 
loaded with 


bruised and scalded people arrived 
here and transferred the sufferers to 
the hospitals. First reports of the ac- 
cident indicated that four trainmen 
and two passengers were killed. Of 
the wounded who started for this city 
four were dead before the train ar- 
rived and six passed away at the hos- 
pitals before midnight, making 16 
deaths. 
In St. Joseph's and Univer- 


sity hospitals are 30 persons, at least 
two of whom are expected to die. 
Most of them were scalded by the 
steam that issued from the locomo- 
tives, both of which were wrecked and 
piled up in a heap of wreckage with 
two of the passenger cars.

The trams met two miles west of Mor- 
ton on a curve surmounting a high 
embankraent.

A SHOWER OF EGGS 


Fell Upon Dowie's Priests In a 


Chicago Suburb. 


ROUGH EXPERIENCE OF ELDER PIPER. 


He Was Given a Shower Bath of 


Dirty Water by the r-quirtgun Hrig- 
ade—Dowie's Bodyguard Uuable to 
Protect the Proselyters—More Trou- 
ble Threatened at Kvaustoii. 
Chicago, July 11. — There was an- 


other riot with Dowieites in Evanstou, 
provoked by 200 followers of the sec- 
ond Elijah going to that suburb with 
the determined purpose of converting 
its people, the results being the same 
as before. 


About half of the Dowie proselyters 


were followers of Zion, and the re- 
mainder were members of the body 
guard which Dowie maintain^ 
Thf> 


guards were intended to prevent any 
interference with the meeting and 
when 
it 
commenced 
they 
formed 


around the Dowie proselyters to hold 
back the crowd of fully 1,500 people 
which gathered rapidly, as soon as it 
was known that another Dowie meet- 
ing was in progress. 


The Dowieites were pelted with eggs 


and 
vegetables,, and 
when several 


fights resulted between the guards and 
the people of the town generally the 
police force of Evanston was called out. 
The chief of police ordered the Dowie- 
ites to withdraw and met with a re- 
fusal. He ordered his men to charge 
them. The police did not use their 
clubs and the guards held them back by 
sheer weight and force of numbers. 


The crowd meanwhile was growing 


ugly and mayor Bates, of Evanston, 
seeing that unless something was done 
quickly people would be seriously hurt 
and possibly killed, orderod out a fire 
engine. The steamer at once turned a 
four inch stream on the Dowieites and 
they went over like ten pins. Women 
as well as men were thrown down by 
the stream and sent rolling in the mud. 
The people of Evanston danced 
and 


hooted with delight as the firmen 
steadily advanced driving the Dowieites 
before them in utter rout. The work 
was done with impartiality and what- 
soever Dowieite was dilatory in move- 
ment was washed along by the four 
inch stream, as the Dowieites fled the 
dry method of attack came once more 
into favor and the bombardment of 
eggs and vegetables was resumed and 
aid materially in clearing the town of 
the presence of them. 


Elder Piper of Dowies church who 


had been in command of the small ar- 
my was aarested on a charge of disor- 
derly conduct While he was being led 
into the station men and boys armed 
with syringes contaning dirty water 
and other liquids more objectionable 
made him an object of especial atten- 
tion and he was in a sorry condition 
when the doors closed behind him. 


About twenty other Dowieites were 


taken into custody, more to save them 
from the crowd in the streets than for 
any other reason. The Dowieites say 
they .wilL return in greater force and 
the people of Evanston declare that it 
will only make the next riot just so 
much the larger. 


Two followers of Dowie were injured 


in the struggle, while another pro- 
tested afterwards that he had been as- 
sauled and beaten by a policeman af- 
ter he was locked up. 


Canadian Arrested. 


New York, July 11.—Joseph Le- 


vesque, 34, for whom the Montreal 
authorities have been looking 10 
years, was located and arrested by 
the Brooklyn police and Chief of Po- 
lice Carpenter of Montreal, and will 
be turned over to the Canadian offi- 
cials as soon as the necessary formal- 
ities of extradition can be complied 
with. Levesoue was a trusted em- 
ploy of the City District bank of Mon- 
treal. It is charged that he conspired 
with another employe by falsifying 
the accounts, to rob the institution, 
and the two together managed to get 
away awith upwards of $20,000. Le- 
vesque's accomplice is still at large 
and the police refuse to give his name.
